SCOTT'S DEAREST WISH. 


Frustrated by tho Fatality Attending; tbe 


Boys Who Bora His Name, 


It was Sir Walter Scott's dearest 


wish to found a hause •whic'h should 
arry on the traditions of his great an- 
estors, who were cadets of tho Scotts 
f Harden, now represented by Baron 
olwarth. Scott reared Abbotsford at 
nonnous cost, but there his work be- 
gan and ended. His eldest son, •whosuc- 
eeded to the baronetoy, survived him 
inly 15 years and died in 1847, un- 
married, at the Cape, and so the bar- 
metcy became extinct. His second son 
died at faroff Teheran, also unmarried. 
3o the name of Scott was left to his 
daughter Charlotte, who married Lock- 
hart, the biographer of Sir Walter. Her 
on, "Walter Scott Lockhart, adopted the 
name of Scotc, but, with all the extraor- 
dinary fatality that had overcome his 
uncles, he, too, died unmarried at the 
age of 20, and so the estate passed to 
ns sister Charlotte, who married J. B. 
Hope, Q. C., a member of the Hopetoun 
'amily, and he, of course, adopted the 
name Scott. They had three children, 
sut their only eon died in childhood, 
and once again a woman came to rule. 
This was Mary Monica. 


In 1874 she married Hon. Joseph 
Constable-Maxwell, third son of Lord 


Herries, who, as a matter of course, 
adopted the name Scott. They have had 
six children, the eldest of whom, Wal- 
:er Joseph Maxwell-Scott, born in 1875, 
is in the army. He has two brothers 
and two sisters living. Mary Josephine, 
•who is married, was born in 1876 Thus 
it will bs seen that the protent genera- 
tion of Scotts have been in turn Look- 
harts, Hopes and Maxwells. These are 
all excellent names, with honorable his- 
tories behind them, and yet, in strict 
genealogical sequence, the present gen- 
eration ia very far removed from the au- 
thor of " Waverley. "—London Sketch.

THE BLACK PRINCE'S ARMY, 


the Largest Eugllah Fleet Ever Assem- 


bled Took the Soldiers to France. 


Mr. "W. O. Stoddard's nejial, "With 


the Black Prince," gives in St. Nicho- 
las an account of. tbe splundid army 
that accompanied tbe prince to the bat- 
tle of Crecy. Mr. Stoddard i ays: 


It was the largest English fleet yet 


assembled, and the army going ou 
board was also the best with which any 
English king bad ever put to sea. It 
fousistecl of picked men only. Of these, 
4,000 .were men-at-arms, 6,000 were 
Irish, J2.000 were Welsh, but the most 
carefufly trained and disciplined part 
of the force consisted of 10,000 bow- 
men. During a whole year had Edward 
and his sou and his generals toiled to 
celect abd prepare the men and the weap- 
cns wila which they were to meet the 
Uighly famed chivalry of the continent. 
An army selected from a nation of per- 
haps 4,000,000 of people was to contend 
with an army collected from France 
with her 20,000,000, and from euch al- 
lies of hers as Germany and Bohemia, 
re-enforced by large numbers of pi.id 
merceiianes. Among these latter were 
the ciossboVmen of Genoa sold to Phil- 
ip by the masters of that Italian oli- 
garchy.

Edward's adventure had a seeming 


of great rashness, for already it was re- 
ported that the French king had mus- 
tered 100,000 men. Full many a gal-" 
laut cavalier Hn armor of proof may 
well have wondered to bear, moreover, 
that Edward HI, accounted the fore- 
most general of bis time, proposed to 
meet superior numbers of the best 
lances of Europe with lightly armored 
men on toot. They knew not yet of the 
new era that was dawning upon the 
science of war. Edward and his bow- 
men were to teach the world more than 
one new lesson before that memorable 
campaign was over. Before this he 
had shown what deeds might be wrought 
upon the sea by ships prepared and 
manned and led by himself. He had so 
crippled the naval power of his ene- 
mies that there was now no hostile fleet 
strong enough to prevent his present 
undertaking, although Philip had man- 
aged to send ont some scores cf cruisers 
to da whatever harm they could.

Why Birds' EcE» Are Colored. 


The vrhy nn<3 wherefore of the colors 


of birds' eggs have been a favorite theme 
for speculation, from the quaint surmis- 
ings of Sir Thomas Browne to the sol- 
emn guess work of Shufeldt, in his ten 
"biological Uvws explanatory of the ra- 
riation in color of the shells of the eggs 
in class aves." Hewitson piously con- 
cludes that the beauty of these elegant 
and often exquisitely attractive objects 
is intended for the delight of human 
eyes; hence, as he says, eggs simply 
•white are put out of sight in holes. He 
also sees in the larger number of eggs 
laid by game birds a provision by a 
benevolent providence for the joy of 
the sportsman and the delectation of 
the epicure. Next comes a man who as- 
sures us that the colors of eggs are due 
to the influence of their respective BUT 
roundings on the imagination of the 
hen birds—the old story of Jacob's lit- 
tle trick on Laban in the matter of 
young cattle. This school instances as 
an example the red blotches prevalent 
on the eggs of falcons, regarded by it as 
n record of the bloody experiences of 
the parents, but it does not explain why 
the equally rapacious owls produce pure 
white eggs or the bloodthirsty skuas 
and shrikes lay greenish ones.—Ernest 
Ingersoll in Harper's Magazine.

Chag lake Returned From the Yukon 


Country I/ast Evening. 


Ohms. Lake arrived -on last evenings 


east bound, direct from Dawaon City. 
The party with which he came out of 
the Yukon country making a remark- 
able quick trip. Charlie was pretty 
tired and was suffering from headache, 
but kindly granted the JOUBNAL man 
a short interview. 


He left Dawson City on December 


20th and has made the trip from that 
point to Beno in 35 traveling days. 
He has been on the road, however, 
forty-seven days including layovers 
and delays. He came out by tbe Skag- 
uay.pass or,'tratl and pronounces it far 
worse than the Chilcoot pass. On-.tne, 
day he crossed the summit anL ice or 
sleet storm 'was raging that -almost 
reached the violence of a blizzard. On 
the summit there was nine feet of snow 
on a level and he says that the parti- 
cles of ice driven by the storm clung 
to their wraps until a ooating;fully two 
inches thick was formed all over them. 
The trip from Dawson to Skaguay is 
about 700 miles and he and his party 
footed it all the way. He expresses 
himself as glad that he is home and 
does-nptcare to repeat the hardships 
of the journey and doubts seriously 
whether* thfr prospects at Dawepn, or 
any other part of Alaska for that mat- 
ter, will warrant the risk of life or the 
endurance of the figors of the climate. 


Dawson is quite a large town with | 


the usual life incident to a mining set- 
tlement The buildings are principally 
log houses, frames being comparatively 
few. It is. a town of saloons, gambling 
and dance houses with here and there 
a store, a lodging house and eating 
house. Saloons however predominate 
The population is estimated at six 
thousand souls and it is admitted al- 
ready that there are 3,000 too many 
people in the camp and us a result 
hundreds are making every possible 
effort to l«ave and return South. 


Tlie principal industry is wood-saw- 


ing and lawyers, physicians, school- 
teachers and ministers are engaged at 
that business in the hope of holding 
out until spring. The- men receive $12 
per cord and at that price they just 
about make a living. Wages range 
from $12 to $15 per day when men 
can .get work, bat when the cost of liv- 
ing'-is considered'itvis:* mere pittance. 
As aa illustration Oliarlie tells of a 
ycung fellow from Seattle who roomed 
with their crowd, He securred a place 
tending bar at $15 per day or $105 per 
week. He had left a $22 a-week job at 
Seattle, but, he frequently expressed 
himself that he wished he wag back at 
his Seattle job at a smaller salary. 


The mines aud tbe gold output are 


greatly exasgerated. There are H num- 
ber of districts brjarts of; the country 
adjaceriV 'to Datfson wti'ere gold is 
found in varying quantities ranging 
from 11 color or two to $150 per pan, the 
latter being exceedingly rare and he 
was told that this was about the high- 
est run to the pan recorded up to the 
time he left. The ground is extremely 
hard to work, the frost penetrating to 
a depth of thirty-five feet. 


Eldorado Creek is the mining center 


and gives the richest yield, but it has 
bneu [boomed above all reason. 
It is 


staked from end to end and on both 
side's, every foot 
being taken 
up. 


There are other creeks where gold is

JOSEPH, 
Mo.. Feb.6 .—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent, from 
the 6l,b to 10th and 12th]to 16th. 


The next disturbance will reach the 


Pacific Coast about the 16th, cross 
west of Rockies country by the close 
of tbe 17tb, the great central valleys 
18th to 20tb, the Eastern States 21st. 


Warm wave will cross tbe west of 


Bockies country about 16th, great 
central valleys 18th Eastern States 20th. 


The Cool wave will cross tbe west of 


Bockies country ttbotii 19th great cen- 
tral Valleys 21st, Eastern States 23d. 


Temperature of week ending Feb- 


ruary 19th will average about normal 
in the Northern and above in the South- 
ern States. Bainfallof that week will 
be about normal in the Northern and 
above in the Southern States. 


A climax in the weather will oconr 


ia the Southern States about 14th to 
18th, resulting in great disturbance. 
One feature of this great weather dis- 
turbance will be a hot wave with un- 
usually hot temperatures, Before the 
apex of this hot wave the temperature 
will-go up very rapidly and-following 
it the temperature will go down with 
no'less rapidity. 
..The cool wave following is not ex- 
pected to go not very low. Shortt 
heavy rains will occur during this dis- 
turbance and severe storms are prob- 
eble-.

Old City Wall—The Immense Town II»1I. 
How tli» Tram Curs Are Operated. 


Brussels SB n beautiful city and owes 


Its boiiuty in a largo maflsure to tho 
fiood EeuHo and publiq spirit of its cUi- 
suns or n rnling king who roles in tho 
interest of tbo people. 


Cue good tiling cornea of a fortified 


city, or at least bos como to Paris and 
Brussels, and that is when by expansion 
it hiiH boooino necessary to tear down 
llio fortiticutiou it has left tho boulo- 
Uml Brussels is now about three times 
us largo no tho original wullod city, uiid 
this boulevard forms n brond Htrcot 
nronnd between tho center and tho ont- 
sido from 200 to 000 foot wido, It is 
more tbau a street or avenue; it is ft 
utreet aud a park. It goes by different 
names at different parts, and Boulevard 
Watoiloo—tbo widest—is first n side- 
walk, then a paved street perhaps 15 
fee't wido for business purposes, then 
ground with two rows of trees, 80 feet 
wido, for horseback riding, then 40 foot 
or so of asphalt or macadam for car- 
riages, then 80 feet (at a guoss) with 
four IOWB of trecrf'for podestrianst with 
seats for resting; then another paved 
street for business aud street cars, aud, 
lastly, tho other sidewalk. At different 
places aio booths for selling papers, etc., 
waiting rooms for tho street car service 
and public conveniences 
Through tho 


town there are two broad avenues and 
many outside, like the Avenue Louise, 
which leads out to the Bois, and, like 
the boulevard, has the same combina- 
tion—part street and part park of itself 
Tho other streets are neither wide nor 
straight, but cool in a hot day and like- 
ly warm m winter. 


The buildings uro not whole blocks 


from street to street as in Paris, each 
sepaiato house or store varying some- 
what one from tlae other, but they are 
all in a locality or block about of the 
same height and degree of finish—al! 
kept clean and bright—the telegraph 
and telephone wires all over the tops 
strung from roof to roof and the whole 
city supplied with street car service 
One ol the lines is supplied with cars 
that run on the track where there is a 
track aud turn out on the pavement 
where theio is none This is done by 
using coniinon omnibus wheels for tho 
carriage and two leading wheels which 
drop into the grooves in the rails— 
when in line—which keeps the car on 
all right 
By custom, law or common 


sense none of the carriages has tires 
less than about two inches wide, so 
that the ground rail does not interfere 
at ail with the common street traffic 
Tho king, either by his power or influ- 
ence, sees to it that the companies give 
the worth of the money The fares are 
very low—only a cent for short rides, 
varying according to the distance—ani 
the companies nreuo doubt managed on 
economical hues 
As au example, the 


tickets or receipts are printed on paper 
and are canceled by the conductor tear- 
ing off the corner. How simple com- 
pared with the thick ticket and punch 
The street cars, or tram cars, have maps 
of the route over which they tiave] 
posted so one who can follow a map 
can see where the special line he is on 
goes, what mam streets it crosses and 
where it connects with other hues 


Piobably nothing has been said about 


Brussels for the last 300 years that did 
not include the Hotel de Ville, or town 
hall, with its openwork spire. Inside it 
is a museum, with many curiosities and 
noted paintings 
Surrounding it and 


throughout tho old part of tho town 
there are many ancient Flemish build 
ings, and in the now part is the Hall of 
Justice, one ot the largest buildings m 
the world, if not the very largest, It 
is larger than St Peter's, and though 
Philadelphia claims to have the laige&t 
this is SCO by 600 ,mcl 400 feet high, as 
against the Philadelphia, structure's 460 
feet square by the same height, aud the 
Philadelphia building has a laige open 
court, which the Brussels Hall of Justice 
has not 
Anyway there is an awful lot 


of stone and architecture about it 


I do noc know whether they deal out 


justice on the same scale as tho build 
mg, but the affairs of the city seem to 
bo well managed, and one would think, 
from tho talk ot the people, that the 
kiug has a good deal to do with it 
Ho 


is greatly liked, is around the streets 
and m the eibibitiou every day aud 
stops to talk to the exhibitors aud work 
men We had the honor of mectiug him 
t\\ o or three times 
He wab going one 


way in the aisles ot the exhibition and 
in the street, and we were going the
